A M E R I C A ! ^ A F F A IR S. 


W e lay before our readers to-day two 
Documents of confiderable importance* One 
of thefe Documents is tbe Report of a Com­ 
mittee of the American Legiflature upon 
that part of the Prefident’» Speech which 
relates to the relations of the United States 
with France and Great-Britain ; the other 
is a document from the American govern* 
ment. upon which a further and more efficient 
mesfure was to be founded by Congrefs for 
enforcing the Embargo. 


It has been already feen by the e s u a A t 
we publifhed yeflerday, that the Embargo is 
not only not to be repealed, but that it is to 
be rendered more efe^tual, and that another 
riieafure is to be fuperadded, a Non-Iote- 
courfe A f t both with Graet-Britaia and 
France. 


The Non-iiitercourfe AA, though ■ new 
meafure, in fadl does little or nothing ; it 
leaves affairs in no worfe a fituation with ref- 
peA to this country than they were left by 
the Embargo. 
It ftitwt, perhapa, « more 
hoflile dif,)ofi(ion towards this country, but 
as a meafure of reil operative hoAility, it 
adds little or nothing to what was done 
againft us by the embargo— Trade with this 
country was cut off by the embargo— Noth­ 
ing more can be done by tbe aft of Non- 
intercourfe. 
Ii is fomething like the old 
adage, of (bowing the teeth without being 
able to bite. 
And this is the charafter and 
confequence of moil of the American aftt 
and regulations igainfl us. 
They evidently 
hate US, but they dare not proceed to ex* 
tremities i they wifli to ihow that they are 
hoflile to US, but they do not choofe to de- 
d are war againfl us ; they are fearful of 
coming to clofe quarters ; but they are quite 
ready to call us names at a diflance. N oth­ 
ing can be more undifguifed than their ill 
will to ut) nothing can be more harOi and 
high founding than their language; • and 
when we read the fpeeches of the members 
of Congref^s, and the writings of the Ameri­ 
can politicians agaiofl us, we are prepared to 
expeft nothing lefs than war, open deter­ 
mined war. 
But they all end in fome niea- 
fure more calculated to injure themfelvea 
than us, and this they fay is taking a dignifi­ 
ed pofitio n -th ey call their embargo a proof 
of the refiflance they made to the meafures 
of Great-Britain and France, but when they 
explained the meafure through the medium 
of their minifters a: Paris and at London« 
they foftened it down into a mfere internal 
regulation, which ought not to give the 
belligerent powers any reafonable ground of 
offence. The Report of the Committee upon 
which the non-intercourfe meafure is found- 
edji introduce their Refolutions by a de­ 
claration that America cannot confidently 
with her rights, honor and independence, 
fubmit to the edifts of Great-Britain and 
France. 
Of courle it would be fufpefted 
that a determination not to fubmit would be 
followed by a determination to refift. 
N o 
fuch thing— they will only not admit our 
(hips into their ports, nor receive our goods 
or manufaftires. 
This is not only 
not 
refidance but fubmiillon— it is fubmifHon to 
a continuance of privations which that pro­ 
hibition to admit our (hips or goods will 
impofe upon them, and one of their bed 
Statefmen with great judice, fays 
that 
if a relinquifhment of Commerce be not 
fubmiffion, he knew not in what fubmifilon 
confided.’' 
The Non-intercourfe aft, tbe 
fofpenfion of importation, will be explained 
away and foftened downjud as the Embargo 
was. 
W e had no right to complain of the 
Embargo— it was a mere internal regulation 
— it was no refittance. 
If the prohibition of 
exportation be not refidance, the fufpenfion 
of importation cannot be refidance. 
So 
much for the neafure which is to afford a 
proof of the determination of America to 
rrfift the 
Decrees of Ureat-Britain and 
France. As to France, it were eafy to fhew, 
that thougk fhe is included in the Non-inter­ 
courfe Law, any regulation paffed refpefting 
her is a mere nullity, and fo nisny wade 
words— She has no trade.— Great-Britain 
has hermetically fealed her up from all com­ 
mercial communication with the refl of the 
world, and the Embargo and the Non-Inter- 
courl'e A fts of AmericSi as far at they re­ 
late to her, are as '« Air, thin Air.”

Documents of confiderable importance.

of there Documents is the Report of a Com­ 
mittee of the American 
Legiflature upon

with France and Great-Britain ; the other 
is a document from the American govern­ 
ment. upon which a further and more efficient 
meifurc was to be founded by Congreft for 
enforcing th* Embargo. 
It h as bean already Teen by the extrarts 
we publifhed yederday, that the Embargo is 
not only not to be repealed, but that it ia to 
ba rendered more sffcrtual, and that another 
meafure is to be fuperadded, a Non-Inte- 
courle A r t both 
with Graet-Britam and 
France. 
The Non-*mercourfe A rt. though a new 
mealure, in fart does little or nothing g it 
leavra affairs in no worfe a Situation with ref- 
pert to this country than they wert left by 
th* Fimbargo. 
It fh*wy, perhaps, a more 
hodile dif.’offuon towards this country, but 
as a rn* a fur* of real operative hodility, it 
adds little or nothing ta what was done 
agami! us by the embargo— Trade with this 
country was cut cff by th* embargo— N o th ­ 
ing more can be don* by abe art of Non- 
mtercourle. 
It is fomething like the old 
adage, of Blowing the teeth without being 
able to bite. 
And this is the chararter and 
confequence of mod of the American arts 
and regulations againd us. 
T h ey evidently 
hate us, but they dare not proceed to ex 
tremitici s they wifh to (how that they are 
hodile to us. but they do not choofe to de- 
clare war againd ut ; 
they are fearful of 
coming to clofe quarters ; but they are quite 
ready to call ut names at a didance* 
N o th ­ 
ing can be more undifguifed than their ill 
will to ut* nothing can be more barih and 
high founding than 
their 
language; * and 
when we read the fpeeches of the members 
of Congreis, and the writings of the A m e n 
can politicians aga*oB us, we are prepared to 
expert nothing left than war, open deter­ 
mined war. 
But they all end in fome mea 
Cure more calculated to injure themfelvrs 
thin us, and this they fay ii taking a dignifi­ 
ed petition— they call their embargo a prcof 
of the refinance they made to the meafures 
of Great.Britain and France, but when they 
explained the meafure through the medium 
of their minidcri at Paris and at London, 
they foftened it down into a mere internal 
regulation, which 
ongbt not to give the 
belligerent powers any reafonable ground of 
offence. The Report of the Committee upon 
which the non-intercourfe meafure it found­ 
ed, introduce their Hefolutiona by a de- 
deration that America cannot confidently 
with her rights, honor and independence, 
fubmit to the edirts of Great-Britain and 
France. 
O f courle it woutd be fufprrted 
that a determination not to fubmit would be 
followed by a determination to refid.

fuch thing— they will only not admit our
